Nose Allison Trio 


Mose Allison was born on his 
grandfather’s farm on the 
eastern rim of the Mississippi 
Delta in 1927. At the age of 
five or six, he was teaching 
himself blues and boogie 
tunes on the piano and, from 
then on, music played a 
leading role in his life. After 
graduating from Louisiana 
State University with a BA in 
English and philosophy, he 
performed in nightclubs 
across the southern United 
States. With the blues of his 
childhood, he blended piano 
influences of the time (John 


Lewis, Thelonius Monk and Al 
Haig) in a southern vocal style 


(influenced by blues singers 
Percy Mayfield and Charles 
Brown). He received his first 
recording contract in 1957, 
only a year after trying his 
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hand at the New York music 
scene. 

Since then, Mose Allison 
has written over 150 songs. 
His profound, often 
humorous lyrics, combined 
with his Delta-born-blues feel, 
has influenced generations of 
musicians, from beatniks to 
UK pop artists. His songs have 
been covered by John Mayall, 
The Who, The Clash, Eric 
Clapton and the Yardbirds, 
Elvis Costello and Bonnie 
Raitt, to name a few. Van 
Morrison, one of Allison’s 
biggest fans, recently 
recorded Tell Me Something: 
The Songs of Mose Allison. 

If you listen closely, you will 
hear bebop, Delta blues, 
boogie-woogie, tinges of jazz 
and the dramatic 
sophistication of classical 
music—a lively combination, 
to say the least.

Tim Leacock came from 
the legendary Calgarian roots- 
rock band the Burners. These 
days, as well as being a 
prominent producer and 
engineer in the Calgary music 
scene, Tim mans the electric, 
acoustic and steel guitars for 
Beautiful Joe. 

Steve Pineo is considered a 
new talent by those who don’t 
know the range of different 
styles he plays, writes and 
simply knows about. He is a 
gifted songwriter, an amazing 
guitarist and released his first 
solo CD in 1996. 

Bassist Danny Patton played 
with the great Calgarian *80s 
band The Unusuals. He 
currently owns and operates 
Airwaves Studios, where he 
mixes a diverse set of artists, 
from Rage Against the 
Machine to Jann Arden. 

Rounding out the group is 
drummer Ross Watson, the 
former keeper-of-breakneck- 
speeds for The Burners.

Kim Deschamps, on pedal and 
lap steel; James Gray, on 
keyboards; and Glen Milchem, 
on drums; along with vocalists 
Jim Cuddy and Greg Keelor, 
on guitar. In contrast to the 
maxed-out, over-the-edge 
punk sound of its past, Blue 
Rodeo now has a more 
tranquil, collected approach, 
yet still maintains some of its 
original unruliness.

A well-known fixture of the 
Alberta music scene, Bill 
Bourne is in his fourth decade 
as a music creator. He cites 
early influences such as Simon 
& Garfunkel, Bob Dylan, 
Mississippi John Hurt and 
Gordon Lightfoot. 

Bourne has carved out his 
own niche, one that has 
travelled far beyond the 
province’s borders. After a 
three-year stint in the early 
*80s with Scotland’s Tannahil 
Weavers brought him broader 
recognition, Bourne went on 
to develop his own material, 
originally in collaboration 
with Alan MacLeod. 

He then teamed up with 
Shannon Johnson to create 
Dear Madonna as well as Victory 
Train, which received a 1996 
Juno nomination.

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Recently Bourne has 
produced a traditional blues 
album, No Special Rider, with 
Vancouver guitar virtuoso 
Andreas Schuld, and Hans 
Staymer. Another recent 
album is a 15-year compilation 
disc entitled Bill Bourne—

Musician. 


Clarence Gatemouth 
Brown 


Clarence “Gatemouth” Brown 
was born in Louisiana in 1924, 
and, later that same year, his 
family moved to Texas. When 
Brown was a child, his father 
tutored him in piano and 
guitar and, as they were 
blessed with both a Victrola 
and a crystal radio, the young 
Clarence was inspired by the 
sounds of T-Bone Walker, 
Count Basie and Duke 
Ellington. At 16, Brown was 
proficient enough to join his 
first professional band so 
before joining the army, he 
toured Texas as a member of 
W.M. Bimbo & His Brownskin 
Models. 

From 1949 to 1960, Brown 
recorded numerous sides for 
Peacock Records. Although 
the next two decades brought 
ups and downs, his 
musicianship never suffered. 
During the ’80s, things turned 
around for Brown, and he had 
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Clarence Gatemouth Brown 


several releases on the 
Rounder, MCA and Alligator 
labels. Though he took his 
share of licks at the whims of 
the recording industry, 
Gatemouth—as noted by Blues 
Revue—has “maintained one 
of the highest quality 
standards in recorded blues,” 
both as a guitarist and a 
vocalist. Proof in point, this 
Grammy winner and six-time 
Grammy nominee is unrivaled 
in his ability to seamlessly 
combine blues, country, soul 
and jazzy R&B. 

His new recording, Long 
Way Home, features an 
incredible lineup of special 
guests. Eric Clapton, Leon 
Russell, Ry Cooder, Amos 
Garrett, Jim Keltner and John 
Loudermilk join forces with 
Brown to make the recording 
a veritable ’70s super session 
revisited. Although he’s best 
known for his uncomplicated 
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Texas blues playing, when he 
pulls out his violin and his 
seasoned band, Gate’s 
Express, and launches into a 
Cajun or straight country 
number, you realize that “this 
man is U.S. roots music 
personified.” 

Members of Gate’s Express: 
Joseph Krown on keyboards, 
Harold Floyd on bass, David 
Peters on drums, and Eric 
Demmer on saxophone. 


Greg Brown 


Greg Brown, a native of Iowa, 
is a singer-songwriter and 
teller-of-tales whether he’s 
taking an idealistic look at the 
past or putting a humorous 
spin on life’s harsh realities. 
He presents everyday life in a 
refreshingly honest, 
astonishingly poignant way 
and keeps audiences nodding 
in recognition. 

With 11 albums under his 
belt, including one for 
children and a collaboration 
with Bill Morrissey that earned 
him his first Grammy 
nomination, Brown’s music is 
an elaborate mix of blues, 
folk, gospel and rock. Other 
musicians, such as Willie 
Nelson, Carlos Santana, Mary 
Chapin Carpenter and Shawn 
Colvin, have found the magic 
in his music and recorded his 
songs. In addition to his lyrics, 
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Greg Brown 


it’s the warmth of Brown’s 
deep, rambling voice that 
makes him distinctive to his 
audience. 

Joining Greg is Bo Ramsey 
on guitar. 


Chubby Carrier & 
The Bayou Swamp 
Band 


With the passing of Clifton 
Chenier, Chubby Carrier is 
being touted as the heir to the 
throne of the King of Zydeco. 
Although he’s only 29 years 
old, Carrier has the kind of 
lineage which would allow 
him to make such a claim. 
Both his father and 
grandfather played the 
zydeco, and his cousins had 
an act known as the Carrier 
Brothers. Chubby began

performing when he was 12, 
using a stool to support the 
heavy accordion. 

His father urged him to 
develop his own style and 
exposed him to other musical 
forms, such as the blues as 
played by B.B. King and 
Bobby Blue Bland. 

Carrier’s been referred to 
as the Jimi Hendrix of the 
accordion and has received 
the Living Blues Critics’ 
Award for the Best Zydeco 
Album of the Year. Backed by 
the Bayou Swamp Band, he’ll 
make zydeco fans happy they 
brought their dancing shoes. 
(You didn’t forget, did you?) 

The Bayou Swamp Band 
includes John Gaar on guitar, 
Lance Ellis on saxophone, 
Tray Landry on drums, Corey 
Duplechain on bass, and Mike 
Chaisson on rub board and 
percussion.

But since 
its invention by the Dopyera 
Brothers in the late 1920s, its 
watery tone and lazy slide 
have become a staple of 
bluegrass music. When asked 
“Why does anyone play a

It’s 
the haunting, lonesome, 
vocal-like quality of the 
instrument that drives into 
your chest, takes your breath 
and never lets go.”

Grammy Awards, Douglas was 
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watching his kids play. He 
already had one Grammy to 
his name, a best country 
music instrumental trophy 
from 1983, and a total of 
seven Grammy nominations. 
As well, albums he produced 
for Alison Krauss and The 
Nashville Bluegrass Band have 
earned bluegrass Grammys in 
recent years. For Douglas 
himself, it’s felt like a long dry 
spell. Despite universally high 
regard among his peers, “This 
is the first one I feel is really 
mine,” he says of The Great 
Dobro Sessions: A Gathering of 
Resophonic Pickers. “It’s really 
good to be nominated, but it’s 
better to win. Anybody who 
says just being nominated’s 
good enough has never won.”

Lucky Dube 


“The spirit of Lucky Dube’s 
music and dance epitomizes 
the spirit of Black liberation” 
(Village Voice) and has kept the 
struggles of the people of 
South Africa in the thoughts 
of audiences the world over. 
Dube became the best-selling 
artist in all of Africa during 
the 1980s and ’90s, and has 
gained popularity in North 
America, the Caribbean and 
Europe. 

Lucky Dube is considered 
South Africa’s premier 
recording artist because of his 
social relevance as well as the 
energy he projects on stage. 
In 1985, he gave up a 
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successful career as a 
traditional Zulu Mbaquanga 
singer. Inspired by Peter Tosh, 
Bob Marley and Jimmy Cliff, 
he delved into reggae. His 
early songs met protest and 
banning from the South 
African government (then at 
the height of Apartheid), yet 
subsequent recordings, such 
as “Slave,” “Together as One,” 
“Captured Live” and “Trinity,” 
received critical acclaim. 

Dube can jump from 
Smokey Robinson’s high vocal 
range down to a fierce, 
resonating bass note as easily 
as he can propel himself 
across the stage in a series of 
Zulu dance steps. Meanwhile, 
his melodies and lyrics 
chronicle both the struggles 
and the hopes of his 
homeland, as well as those of 
the world at large.

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If there is one constant to 
the music of Colin Linden, it’s 
the blues.

Connie Kaldor is a regular 
fixture in the Canadian music 
scene. The list of festivals and 
events at which she’s appeared 
stretches from the Pictou Folk 
Festival through Roy Thomson

cities where she’s most well- 
known. She played at the first 
three Edmonton folk festivals. 
Perhaps a few recall year one 
of the festival, when her main 
stage performance preceded 
that of Stan Rogers.

his early teens. He soon 
forsook the violin in favor of 
the electric guitar. A 
comprehensive musical 
education and a mildly 
misspent youth were the 
result, until his student years 
brought him in contact with 
Celtic music. He knew 
immediately that this was a 
style of music he had to play, 
and, in 1969, he picked up his 
fiddle again and formed the 
Battlefield Band, which has 
become one of Scotland’s best 
known ensembles. 

Brian plays fiddle, viola, 
mandolin, cittern, bouzouki, 
guitar, concertina, bass and 
hurdy-gurdy, and the 
importance of his 
songwriting—about both 
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Scotland’s history and its 
present-day circumstances— 
has long been recognized. 
“The Yew Tree;* Fhe Lads O’ 
The Fair,” “Montrose” and 
“The Snows of France and 
Holland” were among the 
best-loved of the Battlefield 
Band’s repertoire, and “The 
Devil’s Only Daughter” won 
Britain’s prestigious National 
Songsearch competition in 
1987. McNeill’s contribution 
has also been recognized in 
the U.S., with the 1990 Texas 
Celtic Music Award for “The 
Rovin’ Dies Hard.” 

1989 saw the publication of 
Brian’s first novel, The Busker, 
and in 1990 he left the 
Battlefield Band to 
concentrate more on writing 
and solo projects. In the last 
few years, he has toured 
extensively with an audiovisual 
show about Scottish 
emigration to America called 
The Back O’ The North Wind, 
and he has just started work 
on the sequel show about the 
Scots in Europe, called The 
Arch of Muscovy.

R.B. Morris is a poet who 
writes emotionally intense 
songs full of ideas and 
unexpected word-plays and 
sings them in arrangements 
that emphasize the rhythmic 
interchange between words 
and music. There’s enough 
country in these songs to 
recall literate writers like Kris 
Kristofferson and Guy Clark, 
and there’s enough roots, 
rock and blues to make you 
think twice before saying

singer-songwriter. 

Morris has spent most of his 
life in Knoxville and in the 
mountains of East Tennessee. 
He grew up on old-time music 
rock and roll, but an older 
brother pointed him to other 
influences—Southern writers, 
the novels of Joyce, Arthur 
Rimbaud and the music of 
Dylan. He played his way 
through the clubs and honky 
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tonks of the mountains, first 
in bands with old time fiddlers 
and then later with groups 
that rocked. He travelled the 
U.S., Canada, Mexico and 
Europe, then returned to the 
Appalachians, where he lived 
for a year in near seclusion in 
a primitive cabin. 

For the last two years, he 
has been playing his music in 
Nashville, where he’s 
garnered a strong following 
among innovative writers and 
singers, such as Lucinda 
Williams, John Prine and 
Steve Earle. Morris’ songs 
reflect a range of musical 
styles: pop, blues, country and 
gospel. What holds them 
together and gives them their 
uniqueness is a provocative wit 
and a sense of melancholy, 
both of which dance a 
rhythmic word-play that turns 
these contrary tendencies into 
the best of friends.

Terry Morrison 


Terry Morrison is well-known 
to audiences in her home 
town of Edmonton. She’s a 
veteran of the Canadian music 
scene after performing for 
years in clubs and at festivals 
with her own mix of jazz, 
country and blues. 

When Morrison first came 
back to Edmonton after a 
time away, she found herself 
singing jazz with groups like 
The Jump Orchestra, singing 
originals at all kinds of venues 
and working her way into the 
studio. Her CD The Breaking 
Ground has earned her airtime 
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across the country with songs 
that touch the emotions of 
listeners. 

“There are some dark 
tunes,” says Terry, “but there is 
also hope inside them, too. 
Everybody goes through those 


periods where you feel kind of 


crazy; nothing is working and 
you have no idea what’s going 
on. It’s an advantage to be a 
songwriter because you can 
say those things without being 
viewed as a cynic. You can be 
hard-nosed about the thoughts 
you’re putting out, or be 
sensual. It’s a liberty you have 
as a songwriter or poet or 
anybody who can get once 
removed from their inner 
thoughts.” 


Tim O’Brien 


Growing up in 
Wheeling, West 
Virginia, Tim O’Brien 
got his first guitar at age 
12. It was seeing Doc 
Watson on TV that led 
him to dive head first 
into bluegrass and 
traditional country 
music. He later added 
the fiddle and mandolin 
to his bag of tricks. In 
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his second year of college, 
O’Brien found himself cutting 
classes to practise and realized 
it was time to give full-time 
music a try. What followed 
were gigs of every sort, from 
solo to a full-tilt country band 
and a three-year stint with a 


jazz-string band in his newly 


adopted home of Boulder, 
Colorado. 

In 1978 Tim met up with 
members of Hot Rize and 
formed one of the most 
successful and in-demand 
bluegrass groups in the 
country. The group was 
named Entertainers of the 
Year by the International 
Bluegrass Music Association. 
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In the spring of 1990, 
the group disbanded, 
and Tim went on tour 
with his current band, 
Tim O’Brien and The 
O’Boys. In 1993, Tim 
was awarded Male 
Vocalist of the Year by 
the International 
Bluegrass Music 
Association and, in 
1995, released Rock In 
My Shoe, which held #1 
on Gavin’s Americana 
chart for six weeks. 

Tim certainly has all 
that’s needed for 
success—stunning 
vocals; fluency on 
mandolin, fiddle and guitar; a 
natural gift for songwriting; 
and enough charisma to make 
the package shine. His years 
of touring have given him a 
calm assurance and a relaxed 
stage presence. As a solo, and 
in support of his critically- 
acclaimed and Grammy- 
nominated Red On Blonde 
recording, he is performing at 
festivals and concerts around 
North America this year. Not 
only that, he has recently 
returned from a tour of 
England and Ireland. Rather 
than try to define his music, 
just sit back and enjoy it.

She stands alongside Van 
Morrison and U2 as one of 
Ireland’s best musical exports 
of the decade. 

Sinéad O’Connor stormed 
into the ’90s with the release 
of “Nothing Compares 2 U,” 
which topped charts in 17 
countries. Her spare, 
haunting rendition of the 
Prince song launched the 
album J Do Not Want What I 
Haven't Got into the number 
one spot on English charts 
during its first week. 


Since then, she’s become 
involved in other media— 
listen for her in the movie 
Wuthering Heights in the role of 
narrator and author, Emily 
Bronte. O’Connor is also 
known on the political scene; 
she’s performed in aid of 
Amnesty International in 
Chile, as well as for the 
Kurdish Refugee Appeal. 

Due to her other 
performing credits, her album 
output has been relatively 
sparse in recent years. Her 
third album, Am J Not Your 
Girl, was recorded in New 
York in 1992 and released the 
same year. Her first full-length 
recording was the 1987 The 
Lion and the Cobra. “Success 
Has Made A Failure of Our 
Home” and “Don’t Cry for Me 
Argentina” came off that album. 

The following year she 
moved back to Dublin and 
enrolled in singing lessons at 
the Parnell School of Music. 

In 1994, O’Connor released 
Universal Mother. Her most 
recent recording came out 
this spring as a four-track ‘ep,’ 


. Gospel Oak. 


O’Connor is joined this 
weekend by the Screaming 


Orphans. 
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Oysterband 


This is the British rogue folk 
group’s third festival 
appearance since their 
legendary debut in 1987. The 
band was then only in its 
second year and had already 
developed a reputation which 
earned them the Saturday 
night closing slot.

Niamh (pronounced Neeve) 
Parsons has the type of voice 
with which very few singers 
have been blessed, and she’s 
ranked by lovers of Celtic 
music with vocal legends like 
Sandy Denny and Dolores 
Keane. According to Bob 
Watson of Folk Roots, “Niamh 
Parsons is a wonderful Irish 
songstress who can turn her 
hand (or voice, rather) to 
almost anything, and stop you 
in your tracks...” 

Niamh sings with two 
different bands: The Loose 
Connections and Arcady. The 
drastic difference in musical 
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styles between these bands 
demonstrates Niamh’s vocal 
versatility. She is joined in The 
Loose Connections by 
husband Dee Moore, 
songwriter, musical arranger 
and bassist. He says that 
meeting Niamh changed the 
way he thinks about music, 
and he has found the perfect 
vehicle to inspire and sing his 
songs. Ian Green of Greentax 
Records in Scotland agreed 
with Moore and offered the 
couple a record deal the first 
time he saw them perform. 
Niamh and Dee will be 
accompanied by two of 
Ireland’s best young 
musicians: Colin Reid on 
guitar, and David Munnelly on 
keyboard and button box. 
The Loose Connections 
have the ability to perform 
fully acoustic traditional sets 
or energized, electrified Celtic 
soul, but it’s on the traditional 
numbers that Parsons shines 
brightest. Parsons may not 
have the moves of a Madonna, 
but she sings like an angel, or 
some other departed spirit. 


fred Penner 


“Fredheads” unite! Fred 
Penner, one of Canada’s 
premier family entertainers, 
has arrived! Children and 
adults alike know him from

his morning television show, 
Fred Penner’s Place, his 10 
albums, or from his toe- 
tappin,’ finger-snappin’ live 
shows that focus on audience 
interaction and light-hearted 
fun. Maybe that’s why he, 
along with his Cat’s Meow 
Band, consistently plays to 
packed houses across North 
America. 

Fred Penner knows kids. He 
believes that nurturing young 
minds, teaching them to 
express their feelings and 
simply making them feel good 
are the keys to healthy, 
empowered children. Fred 
says, “To me, this is the most 
important work in the world.” 
So, limber up the vocal 
chords, be prepared to belt 
out a few tried-and-true Fred 
Penner favorites, and enjoy a 
show that’s 
guaranteed to make 
you feel great. 

In 1997, after 15 
years of performing 
for children, he’s 
received a Juno 
award and the 
highly-esteemed 
Order of Canada.

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Mike Plume Band 


So far, it’s taken eight years. It 
will probably take another 
three or four, and that’s just 
fine with Mike Plume. He’s 
never been anything but a 
professional musician; he’s 28 
now, and he’s paid some dues, 
but he figures he still owes a 
few more. When you're a 
transplanted Maritimer, 
growing up in Bonnyville, 
Alberta, two-and-a-half hours 
northeast of Edmonton, 
you've got a lot of ground to 
catch up. 

Mike was the high school 
rock and roller, loud and 
proud and loaded with 
attitude. When he figured he 
wasn’t going to be a Stevie Ray 
Vaughan—it didn’t take 
long—he became Mike 
Plume, the singer-songwriter, 
writing songs about 
heartbreak and the girls he 
thought he loved. Then he 
went off to Texas to check out 
the lay of the land and cut his 
first album, Songs from a 
Northern Town, full of tunes, 
ideas and images that had 
flooded him immediately after 
his mother died. 

And finally, three years ago, 
came the Mike Plume Band, 
and that’s what’s happening 
now. It’s just what he wanted: 
three tough players ready to 
mould the leader’s songs, 





ready to play their hearts out. 

Okay—describe the music? 
Try blue-collar rock. Try 
alternative country with edge. 
Try folk music with attitude. 
Or call it this one man’s 
adventures on the road, 
writing songs that anyone who 
has a wandering mind and a 
curious heart can instantly 
identify with. 


Born and raised in Maywood, 
Illinois, John Prine picked up 
a guitar at the age of 14 and, 
with his brother’s help, 
learned to hold down a chord 
without muffling it. From 
then on, it was John sitting 
alone in a room, singing to a 
wall. Basically, he learned how 
to play a Carter Family song 
and “Freight Train,” and then 
he found he could sit and 
pick out a simple melody and 
put words to it. 

In those days, he was only 
writing songs to amuse 
himself, or to get some girl’s 
attention. In fact, he didn’t 
write anything down until he 
got out of the army in 1967. 
Then, in 1970, when he was at 
an open stage night at a club

in Chicago, he got up and 
played “Sam Stone,” “Hello In 
There,” and “Paradise,” and 
people seemed to like it. A few 
months later, he quit his job at 
the post office and started 
singing three nights a week. 

In the summer of 1971, Kris 
Kristofferson was playing in 
Chicago, with Steve Goodman 
as his opening act. During his 
set, Steve played a song that 
Prine had written. The next 
thing he knew, he was in 
Memphis making his first 
album for Jerry Wexler at 
Atlantic Records. 


Four albums later, 
John switched to 
Asylum Records and 
stayed with them 
until 1980 when he 
put on the brakes. “I 
was wondering 
where the fun was 
with the music, this 
thing that I took on 
as a hobby years 
By the time 
he was ready to 
record again, he 
didn’t want to go 
shopping for a 
label, so he made 
his own. Oh Boy 


earlier.” 


Records was born 

and he released the 
magical Missing Years album. 
With the overwhelming 
success he received, John got 
back into the studio and 
started on Lost Dogs & Mixed 
Blessings at the end of 1992. 
The album caught a lot of 
people’s ears that weren’t 
used to listening to him—and 
his old fans took to it 
immediately. 

Joining John Prine are 
David Jacques on bass; Jason 
Wilber on mandolin and 
guitar; and Phil Parlapiano on 
mandolin, accordion and 
keyboard. 
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Quartette 


The return of Quartette to the 
festival marks the rebirth of 
the group following the 
passing of Colleen Peterson. 
The original members of the 
group—Colleen, Sylvia Tyson, 
Caitlin Hanford and Cindy 
Church—first performed at 
the festival in 1994. Now, 


Gwen Swick has joined to 





complete the foursome. 

With their eight feet firmly 
rooted in country, the women 
regularly step into other 
styles—from R&B to Cajun 
and gospel. They all bring 
individual perspectives. Each 
singer is a performer in her 


own right—the three original 
members have at least 20 years 
of experience apiece, and 
Swick only a little less. 

Tyson’s work stretches back 
into the early 60s when she 
teamed with Ian Tyson to 
produce such classics as “Four 
Strong Winds” and “You Were 
On My Mind.” Church has 
also performed with Tyson, as 
well as the Great Western 
Orchestra. Hanford also sings 
with her Adobe Brothers 
band. Swick’s background is 
extensive, and she adds rock 
and blues flavors to her 
country mix. 

Backing up Quartette are 
Rick Whitelaw on guitar and 
Randy Kempf on bass. 


Martin Sexton’s live show is a 
vocal buffet, in which you hear 
a growling bluesman, a 
fleeting falsetto, a seasoned 
yodeller, an uncanny trumpet 
imitator, and a jazz scat man 
wrapped into one unbelievably 
talented singer-songwriter. 
Sexton combines elements of 
folk, gospel, blues, ragtime, 


jazz and Eastern European 


musical influences to create a 
surprisingly natural sound. 


One of 14 children, Martin 
left his home in Syracuse, NY 
in 1989 to plant his musical 
career in Boston. He found an 
audience through college 
radio stations, coffeehouses, 
open mikes, street corners 
and subway stations. His first 
cassette, a self-released work 
called Jn the Journey, sold a 
whopping 16,000 copies. 
Since then, he’s won two 
Boston Music Awards; 
garnered the 1994 National 
Academy of Songwriters’ 
Artist of the Year Award; 
shared the stage with Stephen 
Stills, Art Garfunkel, Jackson 
Browne and John Hiatt; and 
released his debut CD, Black 
Sheep.

Oh Susanna 


She’s about the same age as 
Hank Williams Sr. was when 
he died, and she’s been 
written up in Billboard on the 
strength of a self-produced, 
seven-song demo cassette. 
Only 50 copies of the demo 
were produced. Her music 
comes “from two places—a 
love of 1920s and *30s 
American roots music and a 
year-long stint as host of a 
college radio show in 
Montreal.” Oh Susanna was 
born in Massachusetts and 
raised in Vancouver, and her 
real name is Susie Ungerleider. 
Reviewers say her voice is 
excellent and her real 
strength is in her songwriting. 
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Elsewhere, she’s 
characterized as having “spent 
much of the last five years 
listening to the blues, early 
country, honky tonk and 
mountain balladry, and has 
emerged with a collection of 
songs which twist traditional 
folk idioms into tales of 
personal quest.” 

The short collection of 
reviews on Oh Susanna throws 
around a few names for 
comparison—Bob Dylan, Tom 
Waits, Appalachian Sarah 
McLachlan, Hank—but one is 
left to speculate that if Leon 
Redbone and k.d. lang were 
to raise a daughter... . 


Chip Taylor 


Born in Yonkers, New York in 
1944, Chip Taylor (a.k.a. 
James Wesley Voight), is the 
youngest of the enterprising 
Voight brothers—Jon, an 
Academy Award winning 
actor; and Barry, a world- 
renowned geologist. 

By the time he was eight 
years old, music was having a 
strong impact on Chip’s life. 
At night he would stay up as 
late as his parents would allow 
to listen to country music 
broadcasts from Wheeling, 


performers 


West Virginia. 

While attending the 
University of Hartford, 
Connecticut, Taylor would 
travel back and forth to New 
York City three days a week, 
pitching songs to any 
publisher who would listen. At 
the same time, he honed his 
golf game to the point where, 
in 1961, he turned professional. 


Some years later, after 
being sidelined with a wrist 
injury, Taylor decided to give 
music a second chance. When 
Chet Atkins recorded several 
of Taylor’s compositions with 
artists he was producing, Chip 
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got his first big hit as a 
songwriter for Bobby Bare’s 
version of “Just A Little Bit 
Later On Down The Line.” 

Somewhere in the mid-’60s 
Chip signed a staff writer’s 
contract with CBS Blackwood 
Music. He started combining 
his country feel with R&B and 
wrote the classic rock songs, 
“Wild Thing,” “Angel Of The 
Morning,” “Try (Just A Little 
Bit Harder)” and “I Gan’t Let 
Go.” During this time, Chip 
and his partner Al Gorgoni 
discovered and produced James 
Taylor, as well as Neil Diamond 
and his Brooklyn Roads. 

In 1993, after taking a 
break from the music business 
in the 80s, Chip found his 
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creative juices flowing again. 
About that time Bonnie Raitt 
recorded Chip’s “Poppa Come 
Quick” on her Luck of the Draw 
album. As he puts it, “I don’t 
know what’s come over me, 
but I’m sure of one thing— 
whatever it is, it ain’t leaving! 
From now on I'll be doing 
one thing—playing my music 
for whoever wants to listen.” 

Joining Chip is guitarist 
Bruce Koplow. 


Linda Tillery and the 
Cultural Heritage Choir 


In 1992, Linda Tillery came 
across a treasure trove of field 
recordings of traditional 


African-American music. 
Within months, she assembled 
the Cultural Heritage Choir to 
perform spirituals, work and 
play songs, field hollers and 
other slave tunes in the folk 
tradition. 

“T did not know what I was 
searching for,” she says, “but I 
knew it would have an 
historical as well as an 
educational focus. I also knew 
that it would enable me to feel 
more complete as an artist 
and as a human being. I 
stumbled upon it and I knew 
right away that it was right for 
me.” 

Today, the Cultural 
Heritage Choir—featuring 
Rhonda Benin, Elouise 
Burrell, Melanie DeMore and 
Emma Foster-Fiege—is one of 
the most vital performing 
groups in its field, bringing 
traditional forms of African- 
American culture to the stage. 
Solidly rooted in the past, all 
the way back to the Gullah 
culture of the South Carolina 
and Georgia Sea Islands, the 
Choir has a powerful vision of 
the future as well. In addition 
to songs and chants delivered 
through such stylistic forms as 
call-and-response, multi- 
layered harmonies, and 
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repetitive verse, the Choir’s 
repertoire includes intoned 
sermons, folk tales, 
polyrhythmic percussion and 
dance. 

A San Francisco native and 
a pioneer of women’s music 
long heralded for her 
powerful R&B, jazz, pop and 
gospel singing, Tillery says 
that putting together the 
Cultural Heritage Choir to 
perform spirituals and other 
forms of “survival music is like 
putting on a pair of shoes that 
were made just for you by the 
best cobbler in the world: they 
are comfortable, they are one 
with your foot, and you can 
walk all over God’s heaven.” 


Valdy 


Valdy is nothing short of a 
Canadian institution. For 
those unenlightened folkies 
who don’t know the name, 
Valdy’s been writing and 
performing for almost 30 
years. That means 13 albums, 
22 singles, seven Juno 
nominations and two Juno 
awards. He’s best known for 
his signature combination of 
folk, country, rock and blues, 
as well as for his distinctive 
lyrics that speak with sincerity 
of familiar things. 

Valdy’s live show contains a 
blend of expert showmanship 
and a respect for the audience 
common only to veteran 
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Valdy 


performers. In fact, few 
performers are capable of 
creating the kind of magic he 
generates on stage. Even if 
you’ve seen and heard Valdy 
many times, it’s guaranteed 
you'll catch something fresh 
and unique from his 
performance this weekend. 
Accompanying Valdy is 
George Koller on bass. 


The Whiteley Brothers 


With over 150 cumulative 
recording appearances under 
their belts, Chris and Ken 
Whiteley teamed up as The 
Whiteley Brothers last year to 
put out their first album of 
completely original material. 
Called Sixteen Shades of Blue, it 
features the brothers on 20 
different instruments—from 
12-string guitar to trumpet— 
playing a wide range of blues 


performers 


styles, such as New Orleans 
Swing, zydeco and rockin’ 
Chicago blues. 

The Whiteley boys have 
careers spanning over 30 
years. They started out in the 
early ’70s forming the original 
Sloth Band, when their 
repertoire encompassed folk, 
old-time jazz, country gospel 
and traditional blues. 
Throughout the ’80s, Ken led 
the R&B band Paradise Revue, 
and Chris wrote and performed 
country music with his wife, 
Caitlyn Hanford. The ’90s 
brought the brothers back 
together to play the blues. 

Their 1993 album, 
Bluesology, brought them 
accolades. They were 
nominated for a Juno, won 
the Jazz Report’s Blues Album 
of the Year award, and were 
the first Canadian group to be 
invited to the world-renowned 
Chicago Blues Festival. 





The Whiteley Brothers 
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Ken and Chris continue to 
flex their songwriting muscles, 
having had their songs 
covered by Prairie Oyster, 
Chad Mitchell, Penny Lang, 
Cindy Church and the R&B 
band Fathead, to name a few. 


Joining Chris and Ken are 
Dan Whiteley on guitar and 
mandolin, and Victor 
Bateman on bass and string 
bass. 


Willie and Lobo 


Willie and Lobo 


This violin and guitar duo is 
the product of three 
somewhat disparate elements: 
Willie, Lobo and a bar owner. 
Violinist Willie was playing the 
same bar as classical guitar 
playing Lobo when the bar 
owner decided maybe they 
should play together. These 
circumstances may not seem 
particularly unusual—until 
you consider that Willie is 
from Florida, Lobo is 
Bavarian, and the bar they 
were playing at is in Puerta 
Vallarta. 

Since the two musicians got 
together, the results have 
been as diverse as their travels. 
From Jimi Hendrix, salsa, 
Middle Eastern chants, Irish 
jigs and Scottish/Appalachian 
reels to zydeco and tex mex— 
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Willie and Lobo have shared 
musical experiences and 
complemented one another’s 
styles. 

To date, they have a 
compilation album and three 
CDs to their credit, and their 
approach to making music 
together has been described 
as “instantaneous 
combustion” with a generous 
helping of passion. 


The Wyrd Sisters 


Weird and woolly The Wyrd 
Sisters are not. Instead, 
they've been touted as one of 
the most brilliantly flawless 
and stunningly heartfelt 
ensembles in the country. 
Centred in Winnipeg, the 
Sisters are guitarist and 
vocalist Nancy Reinhold, 
mandolin player and vocalist 
Kim Baryluk and keyboardist 
and vocalist Lianne Fournier. 
Since they got together in 
1991, the Wyrd Sisters have 
solidified into a dynamic, jazz- 
infused folk group known for 
their compelling harmonies 








and interactive stage shows. 
There are strong social and 
political threads running 
through their lyrics, as they 
address issues such as 
feminism, the environment 
and the failings of 
government. Yet they’re 
equally able to put a lump in 
your throat by singing about 
love and ending relationships, 
or to cause hysterical laughter 
with a song about a love affair 
with the bathtub faucet. 

In 1996, this versatile group 
was nominated for a Juno in 
the Best Roots and Traditional 
Album category for their 
independent release Inside the 
Dreaming. 

So, what’s with the name, 
you ask? It comes from the 
Saxon triple goddess who was 
thought in pre-Christian times 
to be the creator of all life. 
She was the maiden, the 
mother, and the crone—the 
ultimate deity.

Jimmy McCracklin 


Jimmy McCracklin is a blues 
survivor—an old-timer with 
the right credentials for a 
living blues legend. 

Not only has this prolific 
singer-songwriter played the 
blues scene for more than 40 
years, he’s written some classic 
songs that include B.B. King’s 
biggest hit, “The Thrill Has 
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Gone;” and Aretha Franklin’s, 
“Think,” which in fact helped 
her define her style. 

As the first blues artist to 
appear on Dick Clark’s 
American Bandstand show in 
the late 1950s, McCracklin 
helped to popularize the blues 
among young white teenagers. 
His first hit was “The Walk” in 
1958, and since then there’s 
been no stopping him—he 
has over 30 albums to his 
credit. 

Because of his songwriting 
and production genius, 
McCracklin frequently 
produces and writes for other 
artists, including Lowell 
Fulson, Johnny Otis, Freddie 
King and Room Full of Blues. 

The level of his professional 
recognition reached a new 
high in 1991, when he was 
selected to receive the 
Pioneer Award For Lifetime 
Achievement from the 
Rhythm and Blues 
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Foundation in Washington 
D.C. When McCracklin was 
presented with the award, 
Bonnie Raitt responded by 
calling him “the greatest blues 
singer-songwriter continuing to 
work.” 

Simply put, McCracklin is a 
master at portraying inner 
conflict and psychodrama 
within the confines of a four- 
minute song. Constantly 
touring and songwriting, 
McCracklin has played every 
major blues and jazz festival 
around the world, including 
the Monterey Jazz Festival, 
mainly because he presents 
one of the most exciting acts 
in the history of blues and 
rock music. 

Joining McCracklin on 
stage is Sweet Nectar: vocalists 
Tia Carroll, Sue McCracklin, 
Angela Palmer and Maureen 
Smith; Frank Goldwasser 
(Paris Slim) on guitar; and 
Gino Landry on saxophone.

ur 18th birthday offers a 
perfect time for 
reflection on how much the 


festival has grown and changed. 


However, let’s take a little 
time to reflect on what has 
stayed the same. Tickets are 
still deliberately under priced, 
children and seniors are 
admitted free, we remain a 
leader among festivals on 
environmental and access 
issues, and the ceiling of 10,000 
patrons per day is unchanged. 
Our overall site layout and 
music schedules are working 
well and we appreciate the 
support of sponsors who have 
remained loyal. 


As you sit down to read 
this, you will notice the main 
stage looks different. In order 
to improve sightlines, we have 
purchased a larger main stage 
tent. Sound and lighting 


systems for main stage have 
also been upgraded. 


As you wander around this 
weekend, you will see a new 
dining area tent, a new tent at 
Stage Four, more kids’ 
activities in the Family Area, and 
at last, a cash machine on site 
courtesy of Alberta Treasury 
Branches. Another change: 
Telus is our new 
communications sponsor. 


As you browse through the 
records tent, you will see our 
first live CD compilation, a 
perfect souvenir for yourself 
or a gift for an out-of-town 
friend. It’s a limited edition— 
there are only 10,000 and, like 
the weekend passes, when 
they’re gone, they’re gone! 
Rick Fenton was the driving 
force behind the CD. Mark 
Dutton, Rod Campbell and 
Stony Plain Records also 
helped along the way.

I expect the festival to sell 
out well in advance each 
year. We will look into how 
and when tickets will go on 
sale. Please make sure you're 
on our mailing list as this is 
our best way to 
communicate with you. 


In 1998, we will increase 
our talent budget by 
$40,000 to add more depth 
and variety to our musical 
program. This will mean a 
$4 increase in the four-day 
pass, to $79 (10,000 x $4 = 
$40,000). As long as we can 
maintain government and 
corporate support, we will 
hold ticket prices at $79 
until at least 1999. 


The festival is moving into 
year-round merchandising. 
Visit Sariena’s Cafe, 10158- 
97 Avenue (next door to 
our new Office) for mugs, 
T-shirts, CDs, and who 
knows what else.

a few personal 


observations 


Immigration fees: U2 and 
The Rolling Stones come 
to Canada with dozens of 
employees in tow, and they 
are charged nothing in 
immigration fees. But the 
federal government thinks 
it’s fair game to charge any 
group under 15 people 
$450 to come to play in 
Canada. Which is it? You 
charge for artists to come 
and play in Canada, or you 
don’t. This fee was $250 
last year and now we are 
asked to absorb an 80 per 
cent increase. 


So if anyone in the federal 
government is listening, 
can you please apply some 
fairness to an absurd 
situation. Local 
immigration officials have 
been excellent to deal 
with; however, it’s the 
policy on fees that they are 
asked to implement that 
causes the problem. 


CKUA Radio: If you 
haven't yet listened to 
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CKUA, give it a try. If you 
do listen, please donate to 
fund-raising campaigns—or 
we will lose it. It’s that 
simple. 


Good neighbor policy: 
Much of the charm of our 
annual event is getting 
together with friends and 
catching up on all the 
news. This can be 
whispered instead of 
shouted. Please respect the 
songwriters. If we can’t put 
a solo songwriter on stage 
because the audience is too 
noisy, then frankly, we’ve 
lost the spirit of the folk 
festival. 


For any artists out there: I 
want to state publicly that 
the hardest part of my job 
is to say no. For every artist 
we say yes to we turn down 
49. I don’t enjoy saying no, 
but it is a mathematical 
reality that only gets worse 
every year. And yes, Iam 
sure I have made mistakes. 


Hidden behind Canada 
Place, as you view 
downtown from the hill, is 
the Winspear Centre. This 
1.800-seat concert hall will 
be a brilliant addition 
to Edmonton’s 
cultural scene. Join us 
in celebrating its 
opening week on 
Sunday, September 21 
as we present The 
Chieftains. Or on 
Thursday, September 
18 at a CKUA fund- 
raiser with Jann 
Arden, Bill Bourne, 
Beautiful Joe, P.J. 
Perry and the 
Hammerhead 
Consort. The folk 
festival will be a 
frequent presenter at 
the Winspear Centre. 
While many have 
worked on bringing 
this dream to a reality, 
the role played by Bob
